AS A MAN THINKETH. 


Politics, to use a common expression, is warming: up. 


Indiana has already held her primary 
elections and 


other states will soon follow. In approximately two- 
thirds of the states there will be senatorial elections be-« 
fore the middle of summer. Seventeen of the seats to b« 
contested are now filled by republicans and fifteen by 
democrats. To gain control of the senate the democrats 
would have to hold all the seats they now have and 
capture thirteen held by republicans. 


. For numerous reasons the approaching elections, and 
•specially the fall elections, will attract much interest. 
Frankly, the people have little faith1 in the present con- 
gress and they arc pretty much; disgusted with the way 
things hare gone during the past year. On the other 
hind, there is no one all-engaging Issue, which will 
clearly divide the opinions of the voters and the re- 
sult is apt to be a very bitter, petty and somewhat un- 
wholesonie political campaign.

There is the tendency on tne part of leaders of both 


parties to emphasize the little and niggardly thing's in 
life; to attack 
personalities 
and inconsequential in 


order to win votes. The zeal to "get something on the 
other fellow" rather than to think constructively and 
visualize greater national achievements Js all too comr 
mon/among our statesmen. 
- Since, in the final analysis, the people themselves 
are responsible for the caliber of men who represent 
us at Washington, it' la necessary to get down to 
homely facts to find the reason, for this condition which 
exists among statesmen today.l Certainly, it is not be- 
cause there is no need for sound, constructive thinking. 
By virtue of the 
problem of today 
following- the Civil war. 


many complications, the post-war 
surpasses in intricacy the problems 


Anyone who has studied the 


life of the great Abraham Lincoln has learned that thte 
ungainly and crude lawyer of the backwoods of Illinois 
grew to greatness in office because his thoughts were 
great and constructive ones. His mind was not occu- 
pied by the fallings of his political foes but by the 
enormity of the problems 'which he himself faced. 
And 


he grew in mind and ability because he lifted himself 
above the petty things of life. , No doubt .with this 
same thought in mind, a writer a few days ago wrote 
Of Lincoln arid congress as follows: 


'There are none like him today. However, it does 


seem inconsistent that the American people, while com- 
plaining about government should continue to send to 
the halls of government men who do not think con- 
structively and whose minds naturally tend to the 
petty. 
Vvhat, after all, may be tbe matter with con- 


gress is the fact that it i^ retarded with too many Pat 
.HarrlBons, Hiram Johnsons and Tom Watsons. 
The 


pages oC the Congressional Record are filled with their 
talk. It 13 loose, wild, petty in object ana small in con- 
structive thought. Far from growing in office as did 
Lincoln, this type continues aptly to bear the Koose- 
veltian label, "smaller microbes." Nothing is ever heard 
from these men except small talk and petty thoughts,, 
yet the people continue them-as their agents." 


We are prone to forget in these busy days the stories 


which we read in our youth, but it is pertinent that we 
recall the lesson of Nathaniel Hawthorne's "The Great 
*Stone Face." "As a man thinketh, so he is." Those 
who dwell upon the mean and petty things of life soon 
become mean and petty, while those i\ hose minds are 
lifted to nbbler thoughts and greater ambitions soon 
become nobler of soul and of greater strength. 
We 


blame congress for its narrowness and inability; per- 
haps we ourselves should consider more frequently the 
moral of 'The Great Stone Face." 
At any rate, we 


might strive to send men to congress who are free from 
petty thinking and who will become stronger as they 
wrestle with the great political problems before them. 


As th» four hundred or more Civil war veterans 


paraded the streets today, some may have recalled 
that it was just fifty-seven years ago, to the day. 
that Jeff Davis was captured by a detachment of union 
cavalrymen under Lieut. Col. Pritchard, near Irwins- 
ville. Ga. It was fifty-eight years ago tomorrow that 
General ferant, following the battle of Spottsylvania 
Court House, sent his memorable note 'to Lincoln: "1 
propose to fight it out on this line if it takes all sum-

BUDGETS, FIGURES AND POLITICS. 


The report of Budget Director Dawee which Presi- 


dent Harding transmitted to the house committee on ap- 
propriations included nearly one hundred pages of 
printed matter and figures. Reduced to its utmost brev- 
ity, the report asserts that a saving of $156,000,000 -was 
effected for the year and that 1922 wiU show c. surplus 
of *45,OOO.OGO. 
• 


So much for the first year's application of the budget 


system under the guidance of General Dawes, The theory 
of the budget system remains as sound as it was the dav 
when But into operation and the budget director reveals 
himself a capable watch-dog of the government's-money. 
Bat no sooner was the report made public than it at 
,once became political ammunition for the politicians. 
The very fact that it is a simple straightforward state- 
ment of figures makes it a dangerous tool in the hands 
of campaigners. Figures do not lie, but they may be 
used for any purpose. 
Furthermore, the fact that the 


,s report does not go into the details of congressional ac- 


tivities, which is quite proper, and that it refrains from 
prophecy makes It ideal for campaign purposes. 


. In the first lace, the. report simply states that there 


Will be a surplus of about $45,000,000 for the current 
year, but it does not explain that this was made possible 
by postponing payments of debts of practically J100,- 
000,000 which wA have to be met later. The announce- 
ment of saving, tm.OOO.flOO is also a statement of wide 
latitude. , For instance, consider a family with an In- 


. coma, ««y, >200 a month, that may be spending |2f 0 a 


month. Perhaps one or two members of the family de- 
cide they should buy an automobile whleh would mean 
the additional monthly expenditure of fifty dollars. The 
family holds a council and decides to buy a less «xp*n- 
siv* car which may be bought on th« payment plan of 
»26 a month. Now *orrte may argue that th« family is 
saving |25 a month when th« truth U, it it »imply ".pend- 
ing J2S l*a« than It might- have spent. Hew much of 
th« 1*«,OIOO.BOO »aved, according to the budget report, 
represents tuch saving it not Known, but undoubtedly a 
considerable part of it it paper tayjng. At any rate 
Secretary Mellon'* figure* •Vindicate'.

check on such circulation. It is an easy avenue by which to dis- 
pose of a large distribution if the paper is desperate enough to 
stand the loss on the white paper 


According to recent statements, the Journal has enlarged 


this near-free distribution over the state to an amount in excess 
of 4,000. IF IT WERE NOT FOR THIS SWOLLEN CIRCU- 
LATION AT 26 CENTS PER HUNDRED, BOTH THE MORN- 
ING AND THE EVENING WOULD SHOW A LOSS.

From the time of the signing of the armistice in 1918 until
